Waszrneton, D. C., Oct. 12.—An organiza- 
tion has been perfected here by the name ot 
the Daughters of the American Revolution.“ 
The purpose of the society is to secure and 
preserve the historical spots of America and 
to erect thereon suitable monuments to per- 
petuate the memories of the heroic deeds of 
men and women who aided the Revolution and 
created constitutional government in America. 
Mrs. Benjamin Harrison has. been elected 
President-General of the society, and Mrs. 
Flora Adams Darling, Vice-President-Gener- 
al at Large, in charge of the organization. A 
number of Vice-Presidents-General and 
other officers, including an Advisory Board, 
also have been elected. The first undertaking 
by the society will be the completion of the 
monument to the memory of Mary Washing- 
ton, mother of President George Washington,

DR. GUNSAULUS SAYS CHRISTIANS 
MUST NOT TAKE THEIR SEATS. 


An Immense Congregation Attends the 
Down-Town Church Services in Central 
Music-Hall— Standing-Room at a Pre- 
mium—Good Music and a Plain, Whole- 
some Sermon— The Lesson of Moses and 
the Burning Bush. 

Although it was unpleasantly moist o 

and underfoot last night Central Music-Hall 

was filled. The initial meeting of the series of 

Sunday night down-town services planned 

by the Rev. Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus was in 

every respect gratifying. Every seat in the 
hall was occupied before 7:15 o'clock 
and many of the late comers were 
obliged to stand. The main body of 
the audience was made up of church- 
going people, but there were present several 
hundred who doubtless heard the first sermon 
in years. These are the people for whose wel- 
fare the meetings were especially insti- 
tuted, and the address delivered by 

Dr. Gunsaulus was a. plain, forcible 

exposition of gospel truth and teaching calcu- 

lated to“arouse the ambition and reach the 
understanding. It was heard with the pro- 
foundest attention. 

Before opening the services Dr. Gunsaulus 
gave a brief outline of the objects of the 
meetings, which he said were for the benefit 
of those who had no regular place of worship, 
and were not for those who are attached to 
churches. 

“We must be Christian in our oppor- 
tunities,“ said he, and I must request those 
who are church members to leave the seats to 
be filled by those who are not. I would 
rather have 1,000 people here who belong to 
no church than to have 1,000 hear me who have 
churches of their own which they might at- 
tend. We wish those to come who would nos 
otherwise have the gospel preached to them. 
Invite all such you may know; send them 


here.“ 
Music Worth Hearing.

Mr. Walter Skales officiated at the 
organ. The first number sung was Christian, 
the Moon Breaks Sweetly O’er Thee,” which 
was followed by the entire congregation join- 
ing in the familiar Sunday-school song, “ I 
Need Thee Every Hour.“ 

„I'm a Pilgrim was beautifully rendered 
by the quartet, and Mrs. Bishop sang asa 
solo There Were Ninety and Nine.“ Her 
voice, as pure and sweet asa bell, filled the 
vast audience room and the touching melody 
thrilled every heart. ‘‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee was given as a piano solo by Mrs. 
Emma Bangs Skelton, and the audience 
joined in Abide with Me.“ 

Premising the services with the assertion 
that it was his design to make them as simple 
as possible, Dr. Gunsaulus invoked the Divine 
blessing on the work and guidance in it, He 
read as the Scripture lesson the old familiar 
story of Moses and the burning bush being 
the first part of the biblical tale of the call of 
Moses to the leadership of the oppressed and 
burdened Israel. The text which formed the 
basis for the sermon was Paul’s tribute to the 
endurance of Moses: 

He endured, as seeing him who is invisible. 

From Egypt to Canaan. 

The speaker dwelt long upon the persisten 
unflagging devotion of the great leader to his 
mission and his unfailing faith that he would 
ultimately achieve its success. His discourse 
was in substance as follows: 

An almost matchless interest attaches to 
the opinions one great man has of another. 
We would be glad to know what Napoleon 
thought of Caesar; Cassar of Alexander; Crom- 
well of Joshua, and Washington of Cromwell. 
Man is never likely to get inte his proper re- 
lations with mankind until he stands in the 
presence of greatness or littleness and gives 
his opinion of it. Paul was telling of events 
in the life of Moses when a sense of the man’s 
enduring powers overcame him and he stopped 
to note it. Every man is, or ought to be, on 
the way from Egypt to Canaan; 
from a lower manhood to a higher. 
The march of Moses is being made 
by the raggedest man in Chicago today. 
Every one should be advancing to higher 
things. There is no nobler light than a man 
with a glimpse of Canaan, leaving behind him 
the lower plane and struggling for the higher. 
The interest in Moses centers around the fact 
of his unparalleled endurance. He was a 
man of great intellect and marvelous pene- 
tration. He saw the end from the beginning. 
Like all great Captains he had a strong im- 
agination: he had the firmness of a Grant, 
the picturesque imagination of a Sherman. 
He held Israel in his hand and his will be- 
came Israel's will. Other men have had great 
qualities but have failed. They lie broken 
in the roadway from Egypt to Canaan. 
Moses’ greatness was due to the collocatem 
of the attributes of intellect and energy.”’ 

There have been men of great imaginations; 
men of indomitable energy; men of strong 
will power; there have been men such rare 
logicians that they could reason themselves 
almost to the foot of the throne of heaven. 
These men have suddenly been confronted 


with uncompromising facts. They failed. 


Their powers deserted them in the face of 
facts. Moses’ sovereign reality was an invis- 
ible God.“ 

Man Must First Conquer Himself. 

In discussing Moses at the time he saw the 
burning bush and was commissioned by God 
to save Israel, Dr. Gunsaulus said: 

“At this time Moses was to my mind the 
most discouraging fact in Hebrew history. He 
saw an Egyptian taskmaster beating a slave; 
his was a chivalrous soul. Hestruck the cruel 
taskmaster in his anger and killed him. He 
hid the body and became a fugitive. Then he 
was Jethro’s son-in-law. The most worthless 
man one can find at theppresent time is the 
son-in-law of arich man. Moses had married 
into the aristocracy. He was well provided 
for, had all the comforts of life. He 
had every reason for not mixing into 
practical politics. He saw the burning bush. 
He discovered that there were things that 
would light up but not consume. He obeyed 
the call.“ 

The speaker went on to observe that every 
man who could see the truth burning and en- 
lightening had seen the burning bush. It 
shone out in Washington, in Cromwell, in

There they lived until last 
October, leaving, strangely enough, within 
three days of the time that Mr. Field felt 
called upon to go to Evanston. During the 
first three years of Field’s stay at the hotel he 
was employed as an advertising agent by 
D. M. Osborne, who has reaper-works: at 
No. 600 South Morgan street. Mr. Osborne 
picked him up at Minneapolis when at a mill- 
ers’ convention, when there was a great con- 
test on the subject of wire and twine binding. 
Field wrote up the convention and his style 
attracted Mr. Osborne’s attention, and the re- 
sult was the engagement of Field as adver- 
tising agent at a large salary. 

He Was a Smooth Man.

Gen. Palmer made a speech at Pontiac a 
day or two ago in which he called on any one

Manufacturing will be carried on more cheap- 
ly, in spite of the higher wages, for the 
producers and consumers of food, and the 
producers and consumers of manufactured 
goods will be separated, not by oceans, but by 
a few miles of land. : 

Not only will the workmen come, but the cap- 
ital which employed them will also. In view of 
the rapid progress of invention and the con- 
stant displacement of antiquated machines by 
new improved ones the life of a plant cannot 
be said to be more than a few years. It will 
be cheaper therefore in numberless instances 
for the European manufacturer to dispose of 
or discard his old machinery, cross the ocean, 
buy new machinery, and start in fresh here. 
Or if he is too old to come he will stay at 
home and manufacture for the remaining mar- 
kets while his son goes West into business 
in this new country. 
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machinery, the development of which marks 
the upward progress of humanity in the scale 
of comfort durmg the present century, 
they fitly may be called the Senators of the 
vast body of men and women who have toiled 
and are still working to achieve that progress 
which di i man from the brute. And 
it may be remarked that this is achieved in 
large part by an agency the discovery of which 
formed perhaps the first important step in the 
ascent from the level of mere animal exertion 
for the satisfaction of ever-recurring wants, 
the use of artificial fire. 

For many ages the production of iron may 
be said to have been fully as much of a curse 
to humanity as a blessing. While at first em- 
ployed in the chase for the capture of the lower 
animals taken by man for food and to furnish 
him with skins for clothing, it was soon the 
material from which was made the enginery of 
war, and the great bulk of what is known as 
history is little more than a story of the 
warrings of bodies of men against their fel- 
lows with weapons made of iron. During a 
long course of centuries the smith was much 
the most important artificer in the community, 
not so much for his ability to manufacture 
plowshares as to make swords and pikes or 
spears, and the invention of gunpowder only 
increased the use made of iron as a destroyer 
of human life. Its value for that particular 
purpose, the killing of real or supposed ene- 
mies, was recognized long ago in a remark 
made by a philosopher, which has been 
perpetuated through the ages. On looking 
through an immense pile of treasure, and 
being asked what he thought of the display, 
he replied: ‘“ He who possesses the iron will 
soon be master of all this gold.

to accept the European scale of wages or to 
turn tramp. 

The lowering by a half of the wages paid 
men in the competitive trades would cut down 
in the same ratio the pay of men in all other 
occupations, The Pontiac mechanics would 
have to be satisfied with about half of what 
they get per day. The farm laborer would 
have to put up with a like reduction. The 
wages of even the poorest-paid coal miners in 
the county would have to come down largely. 
The farmer who makes his li in whole or 
in part by selling vegetables, fruits, eggs, poul- 
try, etc., to Pontiac or Chicago would have 
to lower his prices very considerably, for 
those markets would not have the purchasing 
power they did during the period of high 
wages. The Livingston County farmer who 
is getting now for the corn and 
hogs which he disposes of in the 
home market prices he thinks are too 
low, because his surpluses pull down the 
selling value of the entire crop, would find his 
surpluses larger than they were because uf 
the decreased purchasing power of the home 
market, and therefore his whole crop would 
sell for less. He would pay less for his goods, 
but he would get less for his produets. His 
expenses would shrink some, but his receipts 
would shrink more, while the yearly interest 
payment on his mortgage or his life insurance 
premium would not shrink, but remain just 
what it 1s. 

After things had settled down into the new 
order the villager or farmer looking back- 
ward could see where protection had been 
of benefit to him. He would be able to ex- 


sion in the last few years is preéminently one 
of peace, The extensive use of the metal in 
machinery has not only created and minis- 
tered to a thousand new wants, but has shown 
it to be to our interest not to fight. That is 


not the least of the blessings its more exten- 


sive use has brought; but the value and vari- 
ety of the others are so vast as to beggar the 
attempt at description. It can best be told by 
reference to a few negatives. In the last 
century there was no wearing apparel except 
that woven by hand from thread spun on the 
spinning wheel and that obtained from the 
skins of animals. Thers were no railroads 
or steamships, no steam engines except 
a few used for pumping water, no gas 
for illuminating purposes, still less any elec- 
tric light to make amends for the absence of 
the sun. The people of those days had to be 
content with no underclothing, scant fuel, 
candle illumination during the otherwise dark 
hours, poorly-built houses, and poorer furni- 
ture. It is the more extensive use of iron and 
coal, the latter being chiefly used in prepar- 
ing or ee former, that has changed all 
this, permi the spread of population over 
millions of square miles formerly uninhab- 
ited, multiplied by at least ten the measure of 
comfort both to those who migrated and 
those who staid at home, and cut in two the 
amount of toil exacted from the average 
worker as a condition necessary to his ex- 
istence. 

A large proportion of this sum of progress 
has been achieved within the last quarter of a 
century—since scientific discovery showed 
how to extract iron from the ore and make it 
into steel at a far less cost than before. It is 
precisely this latest step in the forward march 
of civilized comfort that is represented by the 
men who come here today on a tour of 
inspection of American possibilities in the 
supply of the raw material and its develop- 
ment.
